GERMAN INFLUENCE ON PELIGION. 
Germany was the cradle of the Reforma- 
tion, and ‘its influence ever since has been in 
the way of liberalizing sectarian traditions, 
doctrinary forms, and dogmatic prejudices. 
The German mind seems to have been pecu- 
liarly constituted for this work. It accepts 
nothing on trust. It is phlegmatic, analytic, 
exact, and suspicious of impositions. It was 
on account of this national trait, perhaps, that 
the Reformation spread so rapidly and effect- 
ively among the Germanic peoples. It 
swept ever Germany, and took in 
Holland, England, and Scandinavia, with 
their Germanic traditions and affinities. 
Is made some nxneadway in Austria 
under the influence of Huss, and was firmly 
rooted in s large part of Switzerland under 
the lead of Canyix. But the Latin and Gallic 
races were erally steadfast to the forms 
and faith Of the Church. Savonanona made 
a heroi@ effort in Northern Italy, and the 
Huguenots. of France were conspicuous in 
their devotion to the cause of individual 
judgment; but they were crushed out by su- 
perior numbers ; and the stronger sentiment 
in favor of imposing ceremonies and ancient 
igaditions, held the French, Spaniards, 
Belgians, and Italians to the old regime. 
There is no middie ground in those coun- 
tries between religious devotion and 
religious anarchy. Germany, on the 
contrary, is free-thinking, scrutinizing. 
The Germans refuse to be carried away by 
the beliefs or superstition of the past, or the 
novelties of the present, or the vagaries of 
the future. As a people, they lack the gift 
of faith, which must come by nature if at 
all; and, on this account, they should not, 
perhaps, be held so strictly to responsibility 
for their iconoclastic tendencies as another 
race of people under the same circumstances. 

As the Germanic people of old fought po- 
litical Rome with the sword, so their de- 
scendants of to-day are waging an intellect- 
ual war with clerical Rome, with the old pug- 
nacityandobstinacy. The present contest may 
be said to have begun with the promulgation 
of Papal infallibility as a dogma. The Ger- 
man Bishops were nearly unanimously op. 
posed te this new element of faith when 
there were already so many other elements 


| that were constantly exciting doubts and mis- 


givings among their people. This opposition 
was by no means unimportant, as it repre- 
sented 14,000,000 of the 42,000,000 in the 
German Empire ; but it was overcome. It then 
became necessary to acquiesce in the dogma or 
leave the Church. That a good many people 
have chosen the latter is evident from the re- 
cent statement of the condition of the “ Old 
Catholic” organization,—that is, the organ- 
ization of those. who elaim to cher- 
ish and represent the purity of the 
Catholic Church, and reject the later 
innovations. This organization now ex- 
tends throughout Prussia, Baden, Bavaria, 
Waurtemberg, Hesse, and also Switzerland. 
In some parishes it imcludes a majority of 
the Catholics and a control of the churches 
and benefices.. Altogether it numbers about 
70,000 active members, and probably ten 
times as many inactive ones, and ite strength 
is constantly growing. The Church has never 
founda better way than that of the ballot 
for determining its dogmas, for which it cer- 
tainly has the distinguished precedent of the 
Jews and the early Christians. But as the 
dogma which has received a majority of votes 
m the Council of Bishops leaves 
no alternative but that of credence 
or secession from the Church, it may natu- 
rally be expected that the Old Catholics will 
continue to recruit from the ranks of those 
Germans who gave a tacit acquiescence to the 
doctrine of infallibility, not bea we they 
really believed it, but beos~--. ‘ns; m#eaded 
and procrastinated a departure from the ».- 
cient Church of their fathers and ef their 
life association. 

The wide-spread opposition of the German 
Catholics to the dogma of infallibility does 
not warrant the assumption that the mere 
fact of being outvoted in the Council wrought 
® sudden conversion among them on this 
point.. The fact is that the uiescence 
of those Germans who did not leave 
the Church has been niore formal than 
géntine. The Catholic Bishops admitted as 
much in their recentaddress to the German 
Emperor. This is probably one of the rea- 
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and traditions, in so far at least as relates to 
a union of Church and State, and that which 
falls under the term of Ultramontanism. 
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_ IBISHMEN IN THE REVOLUTION. 

It has been a little uncertain hitherto 
whether the Americans, or the French, or 
Dutch money, or all of them together, or 
somebody élse, won the Revolution. The 
question is settled now. Somebody else did 
it, and he was an Irishman. The Jrish World 
is our authority. The “first act of armed 
hostility”—-which seems to have been per- 
formed by abont nine hundred different per- 
sons at different times and places—was really 
the feat of an Irishman, Joun Sviiivan, after- 
wards Major-General, who, in December, 
1774, performed the feat known to Groncz 
Baxcrorr and other platitude-makers as 
“swooping down like a hawk” upon some 
powder, cannon, and stores in Fort William 
and Mary, near Portsmouth, N. H. His spoils 
did good service at Bunker Hill, six months 
afterwards. That historic hill, by the way, 
was ‘‘bedewed with the life-blood of the 
Celt,”—which beautiful expression means, we 
take it, that some brave Lrish-Americans were 
killed or wounded during the fight. Sranr 
and Rzrp, both natives of Londonderry, led 
800 New Hampshire militia at that battle, 
and the World would have us believe that the 
800 were ‘‘ almost exclusively Irish.” There 
is no record of any extensive emigration of 
Irishmen to New Hampshire prior to the 
Revolution, and we therefore fear that it is 
only the prodigious valor of the detachment 
that has led the World to unhesitatingly as- 
sume an Hibernian parentage for the whole lot. 
However, the troops fonght nobly, and con- 
spicuous among them by his “ great size and 
desperate valor” was Maj. Awprew MoCrary, 
whose name bespeaks his parentage, and who 
unfortunately engaged, single-handed, in a 
gallant but hopeless contest with a large can- 
non-ball, AfterJoun Sutisvan had begun 
the task of freeing America from the British 
yoke, but before the Irish won tlie Battle of 
Bunker Hill, the British, as is well known, 
sent out a certain expedition against Con- 
cord. ‘While the soldiery were engaged in 
shooting stray militiamen and burning army 
stores in that village, part of them went to 
seize the village records. They found them 
not. Where, oh where were they? Ask of 
Tuomas Caronmi, “a native of Ballyshan- 
non,” who was at that moment disappearing 
rapidly toward the present site of Chi- 
cago, with the preqious papers stuffed 
inte every pocket, adorning his hat, 
and filling his hands, Thus did Hibernian 
cunning outwit the minions of despotism, 
ete., whom Hibernian valor afterwards ex- 
pelled from the country. 

The exploit of Joun Sunziivan is indorsed 
by the respectable anthority of Appictons’ 
Cyclopedia as the ‘first act”; but, if so, 
what becomes of the Battle of Alamance 
Creek? Is North Carolina, after being de- 
spoiled of her Declaration of Independence, 
to lese her pet battle too? Seriously speak- 
ing, there is no doubt that Irish arms and 
hearts played a great part in the War of the 
Revolution, as they have in the whole history 
of this country. Scotch and Irish blood has 
flowed in the veins of very many American 
statesmen and soldiers. But the sketch in 
the World has a certain kinship to the 
picture of the Battle of Waterloo which 
Taacxzray found in the Highlands, and 
which consisted of one brawny Highlander 
laying about him with a broadsword. There 
were a few. non-Highlanders engaged at 
Waterloo, and one or two non-Hibernians 
had something to de with the Revolution—- 
for instance, Wasnrvorton. 
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EINRY WARD BEECHER. 

It cannot be said that the Brxcurr trial 
has failed to influence public sentiment. It 
will probably leave as many people in doubt 
as there were before; but it has wronght 
changes in individual belief notwithstanding. 
Partisans of Mr. Brzecume have been struck 
by some salient points of Mr. Truuron’s case, 
and have either gone over to the other side 
or have jomed the vast army of those who 
know not what to believe. Partisans of Mr. 
Trton have been affected similarly. Perhaps 
the changes on either side will counterbalance 
the other, and numerically the people may be 
divided as before. A conspicuous instance of 
the changes we have noted is found among 
the New York néwspapers, two or 
three of which have veered around 
completely from the tack in which 
they started, and which they held up to a 
certain point in the trial. The most reeent 
and notable example of this change ef senti- 
ment is furnished by the last number of the 
New York Wation. The WVation, in its previ- 
ous expressions on the case, has had an un- 
disguised leaning in favor of Mr. Brroner 
and against Mr, Triton, But, without aban- 
doning ite theory of a conspiracy, it now 
throws over Mr. Bexcure. Its eémment in 
this instance has been elicited by the recent 
statement of young Bowen, which it dis- 
misses, along with all similar contribations, 
as no longer having any interest, on account 
of the change in public sentiment. The no- 
table feature of the Nation's article is in ac- 
eounting for this change. It says: 

The reason of this change, e# we see it, we shall give 
frankly. It is that the Henxy Wanp Beecurn 
who is now fighting Trvrom in the Brooklyn court- 
room, and ever whose doings Mr. Evanvs and Judye 
PORTER are so eloquent and ingenious, is not sny 
longer the Hexay Warp Bexosen whom Triton as- 
sailed last summer, to the horror and astonishment of 
so many millions, He may be still pure, and pious, 
end much-belied, but he is unquestionably not the 
same man in the eyes of the American people. , It is 
due to them to say this. A decent regard f 
public and private reputation requires it to be said. 
They would not, we venture to affirm, have greatly 
cared last August whether the Hexny Warp Bexvcern 
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of perjury whieh would have shocked the members of 


the Sicilian mafia, ' :'gs 

There is more of the same tenor, in which 
the Nation says that, if there has been & con- 
spiracy, Mr, Buxcuzn himself was one of the 
conspirators, It concludes by saying, in ef- 
fect, that it adopts this hypothesis as less 
sorrowful than the only other left, which is 
that of Mr. Bexcusr’s guilt. 

This judgment. of _Hexxt Waxp BrrcuEs 
must be accepted. as that of gn intelligent, 
candid, and able jourtial, with a reputation 
for fairness at stake, and-made up with a bias 
in favorof Mr. Brxcuek, if it has been infla- 
enced by any bias either way, Tt is an un- 
comfortable cohelision to @ career that 
has been exceptionally brilliant, and which 
was at one time cherished a8 A 
sort of tiationél distinction. We have no de- 
sire to add anything 40 the probabilities of 
this outcome of Mr. Breouen's life; we can- 
not, on our prosent data, combat it. The 
view taken by the JVatiow is remarkable one, 
under the circumstances in which it is put 
forth; but it is rather in the nature of a pre- 
diction than a judgment, and depends some- 
what upon the fatare for its verification. 
Hzwry Warp Beroner still holds his head up, 
keeps his church together, and has hi¢ friends 
and partisans, who are as active in their sym- 
pathies and as hot im their antagonism .as 
ever friends and partisans were. It may be, 
however, that they are all sustained by a 
false stimulant during tha, trial, and that the 
full reaction which the Nation outlines will 
come when the trial is over. © Not that we 
think the verdict “of the jury (whatever it 
may be) will have an appreciable influence 
oné way or the other; but the excitement 
will then be over, and Hunzy Warp Bgecuus 
must stand or fall, live or die, surviveor per- 
ish, om the deliberate judgment of a people 
with whom fair play is a national character- 
istic. © He has had immense odds in this 
struggle ; and, if it shall turn out that he has 
forfeited his claim to the admiration, love, 
and respect of the American people, it will 
appear in some unmistakable manner. 


PORK AND BEAN THEOLOGY. 

The alliatce which has recently been 
formed between Prof. Parron’s paper and 
Tae Cmicaco Tarmynx, for the reformation 
of ministerial menus and the substitution of 
intellectual and religious growth and force in 
the place of gastrononiic culture, is attract- 
ing wide-spread attention amdng the religious 
newspapers, andwe are glad to notice that 
nearly all of them acknowledge ‘the impor- 
tance of the facts we lave both stated and the 
necessity of their vigorous application. The 
only material criticism wpon an _ essential 
point is advanced by the Cincinnati Commer, 
cial, which regrets that Taz Tarreunz should 
have compromised on pork an@ beans and 
yielded to Prof, Patrox’s determination to 
banish them from the Sunday bill of fare. 
Says the Commerctal : 

We sre sorry to observe, in view ef, this important 
fact, a disposition on tue part of Tue Tarouns to com- 
promise with Prof. Parvon, for the sake of barmony. 
I¢ should insist on the pork end beans as ersential to a 
Chicago minister, and the maintenance of a rigid 
orthodox standard; It ts powsitle the editor things 
the peculiar airinces of the city, and the tendency to 
levitation of things in that quarter of ‘the globe, will 
mitigate the resulta of the omission of the dish in- 
vented in the cayes of ZioLvs, and tied up im the bag 
given to Utyssts. But the Weet Wind lacks the pecu- 
liar virtue of the Hast, as the editer will ind out if he 
surrenders to the demands of the iuceonsiderate Paz 
tom merely for the sake of peace and unity, 

It is due to the lovers of pork' and beans 
who maintain orthodox doctrines, as well asto 
those who eat them and stray from the evan- 
gelical fold, that Taz Txrsunz should explain 
why it yielded the pointand agreed with Prof. 
Patron that pork and beans were a distender 
that would prove fatal to the utility and pow- 
er of pulpit appeal. Tue Tarunx has exam- 
ined the Sacred Seriptures, and finds that Prof. 
Patron, for once, at least, is right in his the 
ological view of pork and beans, and has am- 
ple authority for condemning their consamp- 
tior on Sunday morning. Nowhere in Holy 
Writ does the hog or the bean come in for a 
good word; on the other band, they are 
always spoken of with ¢ontempt, and serve 
to point warnings to the ungodly. Some- 
times they are connected with events which 
have been pregnant with disasters to the 
elect. With reference to pork, Tux Tarsuns 
finds that Moses uever let am opportunity 
escape. him of attacking pork, . pro- 
nouncing it unclehn, and forbidding 
the Israclites not only from eating the 
miserable meat, but even from touching the 
swinish earcase, and that the Israelites pune- 
tiliously obeyed him, and never indulged in 
roast pork, salt pork, tenderloins, bacon, 
ham, or jowl and spinach. Ista also rein 
forced Moszs, and, with his prophetic vision, 
saw, among the abominations of the future, 
people whe defiled themselves with pork. 
Marrizew, Manz, and Lyxe jubilate over the 
fact of that memorable disaster when 2,000 
of these wretched animals were seized by the 
devil and rushed headlong down a steep place 
into the sea. Pxrzr elevates his nose in dis. 
gust at the sow returning to her wallowing. 
Soromow had no more respect for the hog 
than to put a jewel of gold in his snout, and 
then liken him to a fair woman withont dis- 
cretion, Every sacred pen was turned against 
the pig-penand itsoccupants. Nowhere does 
the unclean beast find a friend or sympathizer 
in the Holy Scriptures, while other domestic 
animals are commended. Now, when we re 
flect that these holy mep were inspired in their 
writings, does it not follow thet their warn- 
ings with regard to pork have a divine au- 
thority, and that it is a sacrilege, therefore, 
for the preacher to devour this unclean food 
upon the Lord’s Day? Tux Tanivon®, in far- 


ther prosecuting its Biblical research, finds } 


that Prof. Patron is correct with regard to 
that airy distender, the bean, and that it was 
a prolific source of trouble to the chosen peo- 
ple. It finds that one day tho Israelites were 
weary, hungry, and thirsty, and thet Divmm, 
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tion have taken against the bean as an 
ment on Sundays. "Bat if pork of itself and 
beans of themselves are, 80 * 
abominable, hes to the preacher 
on Sundays, what shall be said of them when 
they are united, and both appear in the same 
dish? Oan any minister who is to stand up 
before the great congregation and warn it of 
the wrath to come, and urge it to lead cor- 
rect and exemplary lives, be too careful how 
he looks upon the bean-pot, filled im ite im 
terior with these hot esculents, its surface 
riramed with the brown which is so grateful 
to the little sinners who are compelled to 
violate the Sabbath morning by going to the 
bakery for them, and who add to the enor- 
mity of this offense the sin of surreptitiously 
removing the brownest ones while en route 
for home? Can the preacher. be too careful 
how he exposes himself to this temptation, 
when it is crowned with the sliced section of 
pork, golden upon the surface, but the sub- 
merged portion permeating the foundation 
with its savory but sinful essences, every 
bean in the bean-pot being suggestive of that 
unclean animal whom . Moses, and Aasow, 
and Jacon, and Sonomon, and all the good 
old patriarchs, condemned? 

Tux Tarpune, therefore, agrees with Prof. 
Patron that pork and beans will crush the 
life out of the best sermon that ever was 
wiitten, and that “They sre generous dis- 
tenders of the digestive apparatus, and give 
a sense of fullness incompatible with. clear 
mentality.” . This is sound, and on this-plat- 
form "Tae Tktsvxe and Prof. Patron meet 
and join bands to reform the ministerial 
menu by banishing the,unclean animal and 
the dangerous distender from the Sunday 
table in the parsonage. More charity and 
less pig ; more mentality and less bean. 

THE BITER BIT. 

Grasshoppers and gourmands have met and 
the latter have conquered. The place was 
Warrensburg, Mo., and the battle was fought 
en adining-table. The victory was perhaps 
due to tne fact that the gourmands were alive 
and the grasshoppers dead. If the latter, in- 
stead of being few and lifeless, had been 
many and vigorous, perhaps the eaters would 
have been the eaten. Atany rate, the con- 
qnerors would have been conquered. As it 
was, however, the men of Warrensburg had 
everything theirown way. They sat down, 
six of them, to a grasshopper banquet. The 
first dish was a thick soup, bedewed with 
locust legs and. bodies, .but remark- 
ably good. If it had been strained, 
so as to remove these traces of its 
origin, it would have been taken for chicken- 
soup, The second course consisted of the 
same soup with seasoning added. It then 
had a fine’ mushroom flavor. Cakes came 
next. They consisted mainly of ‘hoppers 
which had been mixed into the dough. 
They were all eaten. The final dish was 
made up of roasted locusts, plain. “ Al- 
though,” says. a Southern journalist, “ no 
grease was served with them,” they were 
fonnd to be delicious. They were juicy and 
crisp. Frogs’ legs and soft-shell crabs were 
distanced. The ious ‘hopper was vora- 
ciously devoured. From the standpoint of 
Northern cookery, we should be inclined to 


| congratulate the Missouri epicures on the ab- 


sence of the seasoning to which the 
journalist aforesaid alludes. “ Grease and 
grasshoppers" is not an alluring title, but 
then we are prejudiced. Ontside of a West- 
ern prairie or Southern plantation, grease is 
not recognized as an essential ingredient of 
every dish. The Warrensburg epicures were 
so thoroughly satisfied with their repast that 
they decided, nem-con., that Joun the Bap- 
tist was guilfy of wanton luxury when he 
consumed not only locusts, but wild honey. 
The former should have been enough in 
themselves for any reasonable person, 
and the pretense to. .abstemions. living 
was simply’ pr Prof. Rrumy, the 
State Entomologist of Missouri, while refrain- 
ing from any reflections upon Joun the Bap- 
tist, confirms the Warrensburg view of the 
excellence of the grasshopper as an article of 
diet.

AT. HOME. 
THE ONLY MUSICAL EVENTS. 
of the week just closed were the Beethoven So- 
ciety reunion on Friday evening, and the third 
of the series of organ concerta, under the con- 
duct of Mr. Eddy, at the First Congregational 
Church on Saturday afternoon. Owing to the 
inclemency of the weatber, the reunion Friday 
evening was not as largely astended as usnal, 
but the room was comfortably filied with appre- 
Ciative listeners, and the programme, fer the 
most part, was very enjoyable. The quartette 
(for piano and string imstruments) fy Schu- 
mann wae played with a good deal of energy by 
Mesers. Wolfsobn, Lewis, Alien, and Eichheim. 
The lovely “ Andante Cantabile” was, however, 
seriously marred by the lack of refinement in 
the piano part, and the finale wae taken at a too 
hurried tempo. Mrs. Clara D. Stacy acquitted 
herself nobly in the Sohumann Oycles 
of Sixteen Songs, usually known as “The 
Poets Love.” A eorrect rendering of 
these songs requires not only a considerable 
amouot of technical ability, but also « highly 
artistic conception and « deeply religious feel- 
ing. Mrs. Stacy proved bereelf fully equal to 
the tagk in ali regpects. Her voice is rich aod 
sympathetic, and her intdnation is pure. Par- 
ticularly laudable was her crescendo in ‘I'll not 
repine.” She received hearty applause end 
congratulation from her many friends snd ad- 
mirers, and deserves much praise for her faith- 
ful and conscientious study. The piano and 
‘cello duo, Raff's ** Begegnung,” was beautifully 
played by Megers. Wolfsohn and Eichheim. Mr. 
James Gill gave a very intelligent rendering of 
the Schumann ballad, “ Die Loewenbrant,” and 
was equally successful in his translation of the 
German. The programme closed with the Ro- 
mance and Rendo ie K by Chopin, played by 
Miss Libbie Sayles. Miss Sayles possesses «6 
pleasing touch, but inadequate technique and 
power for a satisfactory rendering of this ex- 
tremely difficalt piano composition.
